Cook arrived here yesterday morn­ 
ing on the cannon ball, having in 
charge Jim Stone, 
the rapist, who 
has been in Louisville jail for the 
past two weeks. 
Stone's trial was 
set for today, December 22, in the 
the circuit court. 
H. J. Morman 
and Gus 
Thomas 
had 
been a p ­ 
pointed to defend the negro by the 
court, and were in ciose consulta­ 
tion with him nearly the entire day. 
Stone was charged with criminally 
asnaulting Mrs. J. M. R . Greene at 
her residence in this city on the 
night of 
November 24. 
He was 
arrested by Sheriff C o o k the day 
after 
the 
crime 
was 
committed. 
Stone denied his guilt, but the evi­ 
dence was overwhelmingly against 
him. 
His preliminary hearing was 
set for the 27th, and the prisoner 
was taken to the county j ail for 
safe keeping. 


On the afternoon of the 25th one 
of the officers visited the jail, and 
prevailed upon Stone to waive ex­ 
amination. 
He was bound over to 
await the action of the grand jury 
without bail. 
An 
order was 
re­ 
ceived 
from 
Judge Moss to take 
the 
prisoner to Paducah for safe 
peeping, and Sheriff Cook, with a 
number of deputies, started for the 
depot with the prisoner to take the 
local freight for that place. 
When the train arrived the offi­ 
cers placed the prisoner in the ca­ 
boose, and 
a few minutes later a 
mob of about 100 determined men 
surrounded the car and demanded 
the negro. 
The sheriff refused to 
give up the negro, 
and the mob 
was preparing to overturn the car 
when Mr. Greene, husband of the 
victim, appeared at the side door of 
the car and requested the crowd to 
let the prisoner depart 
in 
peace. 
His request was granted, 
and the 
train pulled out 
of the yard, and 
the negro was safely tended in the 
Paducah jail. 
That 
evening 
over 
100 
well- 
armed men went to Paducah for the 
purpose of lynching Stone, but the 
M cCracken 
county 
officials 
had 
been notified of their intention, and 
upon arriving at the Paducah jail 
the negro could not be found, and 
the crowd returned to Mayfield in 
the morning. 
Two days later Stone 
was transferred to Louisville, it not 
being 
deemed safe to 
keep him 
longer in Paducah. 
Sheriff Cook left for Louisville 
Saturday 
morning, 
and in a few 
hours his departure was known all 
over Graves county. 
When he ar­ 
rived with the prisoner yesterday 
morning several unknown men were 
at the depot, and followed the offi­ 
cer to the county jail, and during 
the entire day the jail was closely 
watched to see that the prisoner 
was not again moved away. 
Word was received here just be- 


of about 500 masked men assem ­ 
bled a few hundred yards from the 
court house 
and 
marched to the 
county jail, and after breaking the 
doors of the prison open entered 
and 
secured the negro who had 
committed the horrible deed. 
He 
was carried to the courtyard and 
swung up to a limb at 2 o'clock,and 
several 
of 
the 
mob 
fied 
shots 
through his body. 
The jailer attempted to defend 
the negro, but the mob demanded 
him in such a manner he was forced 
to surrender him.

The 
men were convinced of his guilt, 
and acted accordingly. 
A placard 
was pinned on his body announcing 
that he should not be taken down 
till 12 today.

pectorating in street cars, suburban 
trains, elevated cars, public con­ 
veyances of all kinds, as well as on 
the sidewalks and streets of the city 
and in railroad depots, hotels, thea­ 
ters and other places where people 
congregate, will be strictly prohib­ 
ited. 


For several weeks the Woman' s 
club, 
the 
Civic 
Federation 
and 
other organizations have been work­ 
ing quietly 
to 
bring 
about 
this 
much desired reform, says the Chi 
cago Chronicle. 
Officers of these 
associations have held a number o 
conferences with Mayor Swift and 
Commissioner of Health Kerr, at 
which the question was fully dis 
cussed. 
Yesterday 
afternoon 
it 
was 
finally decided to take steps 
toward putting a stop to the prac­ 
tice. 
Commissioner Kerr will have 
signs warning the public of the new 
placed in all street care and 
| ;er public conveyances, as well

on street corners

*aces. 
The 
plan 
is indorsed by 
le street railway officials, physi­ 
cians and many prominent citizens. 
They have promised to co operate 
with the city authorities in enforc­ 
ing the new order.

order. 
The police department will 
be called upon to arrest all persons 
violating the order.

section of the mu nicip al code which 
ap p lies to the cases, and he ex ­ 
p resses the op inion that the law will 
reach all who disobey the ru le. The 
section which he has selected u nder 
which to p rosecu te v iolators of the 
new order is section 1,613 
the 
mu nicip al code, which reads as fol­ 
lows: 
“ Any p erson who shall commit 
any indecent, lewd or filthy act in 
any p lace in the city shall be deem 
ed a disorderly p erson, and, u p on 
conv iction, shall be fined not less 
than $5 or imp risoned in the hou se 
of correction for six months, or 
both." 
This section the city au thorities 
believ e will cov er any case of the 
kind. 
The officials take the stand 
that p ersons ex p ectorating in p u blic 
p laces are gu ilty of a filthy act and 
are, u nder the law, p u nishable for 
disorderly condu ct. 
The 
p ractice of indiscriminate 
ex p ectorating in p u blic p laces is 
nowhere p rev alent as in Chicago. 
New York has long since p u t a stop 
to the p ractice. 
There v iolators of 
the ru le are p romp tly arrested and 
giv en the fu ll p enalty of the law. 
Many other eastern cities hav e fol 
lowed the lead taken by New York, 
with most satisfactory resu lts. 
In 
many p arts of Eu rop e ex p ectorating 
in p u blic p laces has been p rohibited 
by the au thorities for y ears. 
There is another p hase of the 
qu estion aside from the filthiness of 
the 
p ractice. 
Phy sicians 
assert 
that many diseases are sp read by 
indiscriminate ex p ectoration 
and 
p ronou nce the p ractice p ositiv ely 
dangerou s and a menace to p u blic 
health. 
Tu bercu losis, 
dip htheria

work, and 
the tunnel will be 250 
miles 
long, 
and 
will reduce the 
highest 
elevation attained by the 
railroad from 4,054 feet at the sum­ 
mit of the switchback to 3,150 at 
west portal at Wellington. 
The tunnel will run in a straight 
line from the head of one canyon 
to that of another, and will slope to 
the west at the rate of ninety feet to 
the mile. 
The cost of the enter­ 
prise 
is estimated at $2,000,000. 
The present famous switchback be­ 
tween Cascade on the east and W el­ 
lington on the west, in Washington 
state, 235 miles west of Spokane,

But it's so, just the same, an d as a 
‘bookie’ can always tell 
from

glan ce at his sheet just what he’ll 
have to pay out, n o m atter how the 
horses fin ish, all he has to do is to 
eq ualize his books. 
All the horses 
can ’t win , you kn ow, an d by cuttin g 
down the odds on this on e, run n in g 
7 
o 
them up on th at on e, refusin g an y 
more of the stuff on an other, an d so 
on , lie can always g et en ough of the 
mon ey in his box to more than offset 
what he’ll have to pay out. 
An d 
that, too, as I said, n o m atter how 
the horses run . 
“ A n other thin g people are wron g 
about 
is this: 
They believe the 
‘bookies’ live on the big b etto rs— 
the plun gers. 
But they are dead 
wron g again . 
The small bettors are 
the fellows who provide the dough 
for us. 
The fellows who bet 
five 
an d 
ten dollars 
an d 
even 
less. 
Those are the suckers we plav for, 
an d if it wasn ’t for them we wouldn ’t 
be in it. 
They are the stuff we’re 
always lookin g for. 
But the m ost 
chumps of the lot are the follows 
who’ve been caught by strikin g a 
lon g shot. 
They're forever lookin g 
for an other, an d 
th a t’s where 
wo 
live. 
See? 
“It ain ’t the lon g shots th at h u rt 
the ‘bookies,’ for we gen erally pay 
little out when on e of th at kin d 
takes the stuff. 
It is the favorites 
th a t h u rt us. 
But when a lon g shot 
win s there ain ’t much of what we 
pay out but w hat comes back to us. 
For the chump th at win s on e of ’em 
imagin es th at you can ’t stop him 
from pickin g ’em up right alon g, an d 
he becomes easier than ever.

But the dead easy stuff is 
the chumo who goes uo agin ’ us day 
in an d day out an d in about every 
race on the card. 
H e’s up to-day 
an d down to-morrow, an d it ain ’t a 
lon g while before he fin ds th at there 
are a slight more to-morrows than 
an ythin g else in the game.

he drops out, but the chumps make 
a big field, an d when on e goes to the 
stable an other goes to the post, an d 
the game goes on .

overlooked a t the proper plan tin g 
time. 
Durin g the sprin g an d sum ­ 
mer when the rare specimen s are 
displayin g their magn ificen ce, flower 
growers are eager to secure an d 
plan t 
the bulbs. 
This can n ot be 
don e 
with an y hope 
of successful 
eulturo durin g the bloomin g season , 
an d in the fall, when their bloomin g 
is over, the plan tin g of these bulbs 
is overlooked. 
Man y choice 
lilies 
wall succeed with very little care, 
an d 
may be easily grown 
by the 
am ateur if they are simply plan ted 
at the right time in their outdoor 
beds. 
A fterw ard they will bo abun ­ 
dan tly able to take care of them ­ 
selves, an d with very slight atten ­ 
tion will in crease in beauty every 
year. 
Amon g the man y n ew arid rare 
Japan ese lilies the han dsome aura- 
tum varieties have for some years 
taken the lead. The stately auratum 
kn own as “ The Golden -ban ded Lily 
of Ja pan ” has been classed as the 
kin g of lilies, an d this n ewer spe- 
ciosum opal certain ly deserves the 
n ame of q ueen of lilies. 
When first 
in troduced it was described as be­ 
in g 
“ frosted, 
glisten in g, 
white, 
delicately clouded an d suffused with 
blush, an d spotted with rosy scar­ 
l e t ” 
B ut this gives a very imper­ 
fect idea 
of its lovelin ess. 
The 
form of the flower is attractive, as 
well as the colorin g. 
The deeply re­ 
curvin g petals are sn owy white at 
the tips, 
gradually 
deepen in g in 
color to the base of each petal, 
which is 
blotched 
with 
a raised 
moss-like frin ge, which glisten s like 
diamon ds. —Philadelphia Record.
